Real Progress Marked 
By Development 


Oil is playing a major part in de- 
veloping the mining resources of 
Canada’s far north. 

Five years ago Great Bear Lake 
in the Mackenzie ditistrict was con- 
sidered too remote for practical de- 
velopment of its mineral riches of 
radium, silver and gold. 

In winter the trip to Great Bear 
Lake by dog and sled from the nor- 
thern terminus of the railway at 
McMurray, 260 miles north of Ei- 
monton, took from a month to six 
weeks. In summer the 1200 mile 
trip could ‘be made by water via the 
Athabaska River, Lake Athabaska, 
the Slave River, Great Slave Lake 
and the Mackenzie River, in three 
weeks. Or the trip could be made by 
water from Vancouver to the Paci- 
fic Ocean, Bering Strait, Arctic 
Ocean and up to the Mackenzie 
River. This route was seldom used. 

Two things have contributed to 
develop the mining industry in the 
Great Bear Lake region. One is the 
ainplane now used to bring in food, 
suppiies and personnel, and to carry 
out. ore concentrates. The other is 
the development of an oil field and 
the building of a refinery on the 
fringes of the Arctic Ocean.

sion. 

The plan started on Oct. 1 and 
will terminate on March 31 next. 
Each man so placed will receive $5 
a” month and a $2.50 bonus per 
month if he remains. with. the farm- 
er until Manch 31. The farmer also 
will receive $5 a month for, supply- 
ing the man with food and lodging. 

Mr. MacKenzie stated that only a 
few men had gone out so far, but 
it was hoped that the 1900 single 
men on provincial relief would take 
advantage of the plan.

Pupils Hea 

upils Hear Courses 
Fully Explained 

Faith in the modern youth taking 
advantage of real opportunities was 
amply demonstrated Wednesday eve- 
ning last, when some twenty-five or 
thirty young men -and women met 
to hear an explanation of the differ- 
ent courses and the advantages of 
game. 

Reverend Father Hugo Doyle acted 
as chairman arid éxpressed his de- 
light at the apparent interest of all 
attending in his Movement to offer 
‘opportunities to young men and wo- 
men to improve their minds and 
learn a trade, and in so doing fit 
themselves for a definite place in 
the economic scheme of life. . 

Mr. L. Good addressed the dieting 
and in his usua) pleasing ritanner 
pointed out the advantages he saw 
in such courses. In the counse of his 
remarks he stated that those con- 
templating taking the courses could 
not expect to be perfected in the 
different trades at the end of the 
courses but he saw a great adwan- 
tage in the fact that a person could 
find out without a great deal of 
expense whether or not he or she 
was suited fir such a trade. He 
urged all to interest themselves in 
such courses and thus make use of 
spare time to the best of their ad- 
vantage. 

The chairman explained the object 
of the fees to be charged. He stated 
that charging the pupil was to his 
or her advantage ‘because it bound 
the instructor to do his best. Tne 
charging of a fee, he also state, 
would make the pupil appreciate 
the work; the more especially if the 
pupil himself was obliged to earn 
the amount. pares * 

The fees are payable in four equal 
parts, until the whole sum of twenty 
dollars is paid. The fee for a whole 
course would not equal one month's 
board and room in the city and is a 
small amount to pay for sch vabua- 
ble training. Father Doyle also stat- 
ed that he hoped that the fact of 
the classes being held in the Separ- 
ate school would not deter anyone 
from taking the same and the cours- 
es are for all the youths of the 
town and district irrespective of re- 
ligion. 

The chainman stated that should 
enough applications be made, regu- 
lar night classes in the different 
grade subjects would be taught and 
this would be a great help to adults 
who for some reason or other were 
deprived of a thorough education 
and now feel the need of it. Regular 


grade eight, nine, ten and eleven 
subjects might be taught. Those 
interested could drop a note to 


Father Doyle. It was also suggested 
that a short course might be given 
to farmers in the district by lec-

OTTAWA.-— Financial relations 
between the provinces and the Do- 
minion, some aspects of constitu- 
tional reform and further efforts to 
harmonize company laws in Canada 
will be subjects for discussion at 
Dominion-provincial conferences ex- 
pected to be held this fall. 

Hon. Charles Dunning, Finance 
Minister, is chairman of the continu- 
ing finance committee of the confer- 
ence that was held last December. 
He called one meeting early this 
year when it was expected a loan- 
council scheme would be initiated 
with the agreement of all the prov- 
inces. This required an amendment 
to the British North America Act 
and the necessary joint resolution of 
both houses failed to obtain support 
in the Senate.

A big mustard plaster over the chest, at this 
stage, has earned its distinction for usefulness; later it is too late. I am 
sure I have aborted many cases of pneumonia by the vigorous steps 
mentioned. Once the disease is established, your management and 
outlook are conjectural. 

I care not what moralists may say, I have found the alcoholic 
stimulants of great value in the profound weakness of pneumonia, com- 
bined with nourishment, especially in aged cases. But the victory is 
more certain if we attack before the disease is established.

COMMUNISM VS. 
FASCISM 

Mwo concepts of government, both 
relying upon force, are warring for 
control of the world. They are Com- 
munism and Fascism. The present 
civil war in Spain is distinctly a 
war between these two forces. When 
Spain rose in rebellion against its 
ancient monarchy and expelled its 
King, the idea of the leaders of the 
revolution was to set up a demo- 
cratic form of government, a repub- 
lic somewhat on American lines.

Now the leade:s 
of the anti-monarchist revolution 
are in rebellion against .the Com- 
munist government, seeking. to set 
up another sort of dictatorship, of 
the type to which Mussolini gave 
the name of Fascism. 

It has been Europe’s experience 
that only a dictatorship can over- 
come Communism, once that doc- 
trine has taken root among the 
masses. Communism is international. 
From Moscow the effort is unceasing 
to stir up discontent all over the 
world and convert the workers to 
its program of seizure of power by

CANADA'S REINDEER HERD 
SHOWS HEALTHY INCREASE 
EDMONTON, Can.—Far out on the 
northern rim of the continent officers 
of the Dominion’s Department of tnt 
Interior have completed the annual 
round-up of Canada's reindeer herd, 
which was driven to the Mackenzie 
River area from Alaska in a three- 
year trek. The original herd of 237 
animals has grown to 3750

to be available for the . autumn 
slaughter .The count showed that in 
addition .to the above numbers of 
fawns, the herd includes 1762 adult 
females, 603 yearling and adult bulls, 
and 444 steers 

At the conclusion of the 1935 
round-up it was estimated that the 
original herd of 2370 animals had 
grown to over 3000. During the 
winter of 1985-36 some 300 sunplus 
animals were slaughtered to provide 
food and clothing for the assistance 
of natives in the Aklavik region and 
for other departmental purposes. 
This year’s total indicates an increase 
of nearly 1000 in the size of the 
herd which is considered highly gra- 
tifying. 

The movement of the herd to its 
winter grazing grounds in the great 
6,600 square mile preserve was made 
in early fall. The animals were 
herded slowly toward the protection 
| of the rolling country in the south-. 
ern part of the preserve. Here dur- 


ing the long Arctic winter they are 
tended by the herders in charge, as- 
sisted by the native apprentices who 
have been selected for training as 
part of the Dominion government’s 


scheme of developing among the 
Eskimos the art of reindeer hus- 
bandry.
